to 502. 

Las night both the Taft and Reosevelt 
forces claimed this vote indicates that their 
candidate is sure to win. The advantage ap- 
pears to be with the president, however, for 
while he ia sure to loge some of the votes cast 
for Senator Root, it is contended he wil) gain, 
if instructions are lived up to, some of the 
votes independently cast fer McGovern.

Renew Fight Today, 

While Mr. Root was made chairman and 
managed to deliver his “ keynote" speech, 
the fighting is to be renewed at Ii o'clock 
today, when the motion of the Roosevelt 
leaders to substitute a new list of delegates 
for those seated im some of the contested 
cages heard before the national committee iz 
to be taken up as the unfinished business. 

No committees were named last night, and 
none will be until this motion to purge ”’ 
the convention of “ fraudulent delegates "’ is 
disposed of. Yesterday it was defeated on a 
point of order, but the Roosevelt forces de- 
clare parllamentary practice wih not be per- 
mitted to stand in their way today. 

The Roosevelt allies and the Taft aids 
carried out their programs as announced in 
advance almost to the letter. The Roosevelt 
people said at night they are going to fight 
every inch of the way. 

There were cries of dolters hurled at 
the Roosevelt delegates at times during the 
pession, but the contingency of a bolt again 
seemed to be far distant. 


Hadley to Renew Battle. 

There Is prospect, however, of another even 
more bitter struggle today, when as “ unfin- 
ished business the convention will take up 
a motion of Gov. Hadley of Missouri to strike 
from the temporary roll of the convention, as 
prepared by the national committee, the 
names of ninety-two delegates seated by the 
national committee in contested. election 
cases and substitute those of the Roosevelt 
contestants. 

It was in this effort on the part of the Roose- 
velt men that the whole day was spent in 
struggle. The chaplain had hardly finished 
his invocation before Gov. Hadley was on 
his feet objecting to the personnel of the con- 
vention itself. 


Gives Ruling by Megaphone. 

Chairman Rosewater found himeelf with 
an able bodied job of presiding over what 
seemed to be a turbulent and passionate war 
of factions. He was not In good voice, but 
trumpet voiced clerks with megaphones did 
all the necessary announcements, inciud- 
ing the chairman's initia! ruling upon the 


This ruling was te the effect that until the 
national committee had presented the tem- 
porary roll, made up from the credentials 
from the indivicuel states, and districts and 
its judgment upon contests, there was no 
convention; the gathering was a mere wass- 
meeting; nothing could be done until 2 pre- 
Uminary organization had been effected by 
the selection of a presiding officer.

Director McKinley of the national Taft 
bureau issued this statement last night: 

President Taft today demonstrated his 
absolute control of the national Republican 
His candidate for the position 
of temporary chairman, Senator Root, was 
elected to that position by an ample ma- 
jority, the vote disclosing the weakness of 
the Roosevelt following. 

Mr. Roosevelt admitted his own lack of 
strength by declining to place before the con- 
vention a candidate for temporary chair- 
man. His managers attempted a coalition 
with the candidate of Senator La Follette, 
but the combination was repudia They 
attempted, however, to disguise their own 
weakness by this action and also to accom- 
plish the overthrow of Senator Root by « 
united opposition. Mr. Root's splendid vie- 
tory despite these tactics positively assures 
the nomination of President Taft. 


Bays Roosevelt Lacks Seventy. 

„The full limit of the Roosevelt strength 
has now been polled and Mr. Roosevelt stil! 
lacks seventy or more votes of the necessary 
majority. Every effort will be made to de- 
bate and delay the consideration of all ques- 
tions in the hope that opportunity will be 
given to make further inroads into the col- 
umn of Taft pledged and instructed dele- 
gates.

Small is the recent Lorimer candidate for 
governor. Miller is the political partner of 
Congressman Rodenberg and was manager of 
the disastrous Taft campaign in the four 
southern Lilinois districts.

BULLETIN. 

Henry F. Cochems at midnight 
gave out a statement resigning from 
the Wisconsin delegation. He at- 
tacked La Follette, whom he was 
slated to nominate for president, and 
assailed the La Follette program. 


The division of the Wisconsin delegation on 
the election of a temporary chairman in 
the convention yesterday presages a split 
of the progressive Republicans of that state, 
according to statements made last night by 
Walter Houser and other representatives of 
Senator La Follette. 

Gov. McGovern of Wisconsin was the pro- 
gressive candidate for chairman 
against Senator Root, the Taft candidate. 
McGovern was nominated by Henry J. Coch- 
ems of Wisconsin. This nomination was ro- 
pudiated on behalf of the La Follette men 
by Mr. Houser in a speech to the conven- 
tion. 

The Wisconsin delegation divided. giving 
McGovern thirteem out of its twenty-six 
votes The remainder was divided among 
seattering cand tes. 

Gov. McGovern $aid last night he consented 
to become à candidate because the lesue was 
clean cut betweén the progressives and con- 
servatives, and he felt it Mis duty to lead 
the fight wherever he might be of assistance. 
Houser charged that McGovern had wallen 
in with the strategie tactics of the Roosevelt 
men and to that extent had compromised the 
candidacy of Senator La Follette. He thought 
the La Follette Republicans would aplit away 
from the McGovern Republicans. 


Voted as Individuals, 

Mr. Cochems Geclared the Wisconatn dele- 
gates presented the name as individuals. 

However, I defy any member of the dele- 
gation to vote for Senator Root and go back 
and live politically in Wisconsin,” he said. 

Mr. Houser told the delegates Gov. Mo- 
Govern was not the La Follette choice for 
temporary chairman. 

The submission of the name of Gov. Me-

Principle Before Precedent.

Puts Burden on Electorate. 

“Tt rests with the American electorate 
to say whether they will permit those minor 
dissatisfactions which are inseparable from 
all human performance and the desire for 
change by which all men are sometimes af- 
fected, to obscure in their judgments the 
wisdom of continuing the execution of these 
policies and the evil of chartering another 
and untried party for a new departure in 
governmental experiment. 

The Republican party stands now, as 
McKinley.stood, for a protective tariff, while 
the Democratic party stands against the 
principle of protection and for a tariff for 
revenue only. We stand not for the abuses 
of the tariff, but for the beneficent uses. No 
tariff can be devised so moderate, so reason- 
able, that it will not be rejected by the Demp- 
cratic party, provided its duties be adjusted, 
with reference, to labor cost so as to protect 
American pr cts against being driven out 
‘of the market by foreign underselling made 
possible through the lower rate of wages in 
other countries. 

The American foreign merchant service 
has been driven off the face of the waters 
because with American sailors’ wages and 
the American standard of living it could not 
compete with foreign shipping. 


Against Abuses of the Tarif. 

“The Democratic party proposes to put 
American mills and factories and mines in 
the same position, and the American people 
have now to say whether they wish that 
to de done. I have said that we do not stand 
for the abuses of the tariff. The chief cause 
of abuse has been that we have outgrown 
our old method of tariff making. 

Our productive industries have become 
too vast and complicated, our commercial 
relations too extensive, fon any committee 
of. congress of itself to get at the facts to 
which the principle of protection may be 
properly applied. The Republican party 
proposes to remedy this defective method 
through having the facts ascertained by an 
impartial commision through thorough, 
scientific investigation, so that the president 
And congress shall have the basis for the 
just application of the principle of pro- 
tection. 

Tue Republican congress included in the 
Payne-Aldrich bill a clause under which the 
president ‘had authority to appoint such a 
board to make such investigations and re- 
‘port the results to him. The president ap- 
pointed the board. Its members are drawn 
‘from both political parties. Their com- 
petency, integrity, and fairness are unques- 
tloned. They have reported upon the woolen 
schedule; they have reported upon the cotton 
‘schedule. 


Ignored by Democratic House. 

“The president has transmitted their find- 
ings to congress. The Democratic house of 
9 ignores and repudiates them. 
An January, 1911, the last Republican house 
of esentatives passed a bill to create « 
tariff’ commission with much broader and 
more effective powers for compelling the at- 
tendange of witnesses amd securing informa- 
tion, charged to report its findings to the con- 
gress. 

“The bill passed the senate with some 
amendment, but it was delayed there by an 
avowed Democratic filibuster until it reached 
the house so late in the session that a vote 
upon it was prevented by another Democratic 
filibuster in the house. Now the house its 
‘Democratic and the tariff commission bill is 
dead. The Demacratic party does not want 
the facts upon which a just protective meas- 
ure can be framed, because they mean that 
there shall be no protection for American 
industries. 

“In the last session, and in the present ses- 
non of congress the Democratic house has 
framed and passed a series of tariff bills for 
revenue only, with complete indifference to 
the absolute destruction that their enactment 
would bring upon great American industries. 


“Wise and Courageous Veto.” 

Some of them have fallen by the way- 
. Side in the senate and some ot them have 
gone to the president to meet his wise and 
courageous veto. The American people 
have now to pass, not upon the abuses of the 
tariff, but upon the fundamental question 

_ between the two systems of tarif making. 

The national currency, which the elec- 
tion ot McKinley rescued from disaster at 
the hands of a free silver Democracy, still 
rests upon the civil war basis of govern- 
ment bonds, and is no longer adapted to 
our changed conditions. It is inelastic; its 
volume does not expand and contract ac- 
cording to legitimate demands of business. 
It subjects us to constant danger of pahics 
which begin in speculation and end in para- 
lyzing business. 

It facilitates and promotes the arbitrary 
control of a small group of banks and bank- 
ers with enormous capital, and tends to an 
undue concentration of. the money. of the 
country in a few great money centers. Any 


possible remedy involves the study of world 


wide finance, because we are no longer iso- 


* lated and money flows from city to city and 


‘country to country in accordance with the 
laws of demand and supply and the attrac- 
tion of interest rates. 

No congress could by Its ordinary meth- 


ods get beyond the surface of the vast and 

complicated problem, yet the working out of 

a new system adapted to American condi-; 
tions is of vital importance to the prosperity * 
of the country and the security of every busi- 

ness and of every man whose support is di- 

rectly or indirectly dependent upon 3 
business. 

For the solution of this question the pold 
icy of the Republican party established a; 
monetary commission, which has made a 
most thorough and exhaustive study of tiie! 
financial systems of all civilized nations, ot 
their relations to our own system, and the 
needs of American business. The commis- 
sion has reported a bill for the establishment 
of a new system of reserve associations under 
which the currency will be elastic, the busi- 


ness of the country will find ready sale for 


its commercial paper, the people of the coun- 
try at large will exercise control instead ofa 
little group of large bankers, and the danger 
of panics will disappear. 

“The president has recommended the con-

man in the United States that the party con-

Income Tax Legislation. 

“Tn order that the burdens of government 
support may in time of need be more justly 
proportioned ‘to the means of our citizens, 
the last congtess submitted to the legisla- 
tures of the states an income tax amendment 
of the constitution, and at the same time, 
upon the recommendation of the president, 
enacted a law-~whieh has been sustained 
by the Supreme court—imposing a tax upon 
corporations, measured by their income, 80 
that this vast fund of invested capital may 
bear its fair share of the public burdens. 

„At the rate of only 1 per cent upon cor- 
porate income, the receipts from this source 
during the last year amounted to over 
$30,000,000. 

“Upon the recommendation of the prest- 
dent the powers of the interstate commerce 
commission have been greatly enlarged and 
their control over railroad rates and railroad 
service made more effective, Railroad re- 
bates have been vigorously prosecuted and 
the imposition of large fines has substan- 
tially ended the practice. 

“Upon prosecutions of railroad Aer ink 
nations and fraudulent importations at the 
custom house, under the vigorous treat- 
ment of the treasury department and the 
department of justice, the fines and recov- 
eries of the last three years have amounted 
to over $9,000,000, 


Prosecutions of Trusts. 


“The prosecution of trusts and combina- 
tions in violation of the Sherman act has 
proceeded with extraordinary vigor and suc- 
cess. The Standard Ou company has been 
dissolved by a suit begun under Roosevelt 
and brought to a successful conclusion under 
Taft through a judgment in exact accord- 
ance with the prayer of-the complainant. 
The tobacco company has been dissolved 
and its property scattered among fourteen 
different companies, with stringent injunc- 
tions against common control, which, fn the 
unanimous opinion of the four judges of the 
Circuit Court ef Appeals, were fully adequate 
to accomplish the relief demanded. 

„The beef packers, the wholesale grocers, 
the lumber dealers, the wire makers, the 
window glass pool, the electric lamp com- 
bination, the bath tub trust, the shoe ma- 
chinery trust, the foreign steamship pool, 
the Sugar company, the Steel corporation, 
the Harvestesr company—ell have been made 
to feel the heavy hand of the law through 
suits or indictments against restraints and 
monopolies. 

“ Throughout the wide fleld in which the 
conditions of modern industria) life require 
that government shall intervene in the name 
of social justice for the protection of the 
Wage earner, the Republican national ad- 
ministrations, in succession, have done their 
full, enlightened, and progressive duty to 
the limit of the national power under the 
constitution. 


Employers’ Liability Act. 

The act of March 4, 1907, to regulate the 
hours of service of railroad employés, passed 
under the Roosevelt administration, has been 
sustained in the Supreme court under the 
Taft administration and has been enforced 
by more than 1,500 prosecutions during the 
last three years. A valid and effective em- 
ployers’ liability act applying to all inter- 
state commerce was passed by a Republican 
congress on the Sth of April, 1910, and under 
the Republican administration its constitu- 
tionality has been sustained in the Supreme 
court. 

“Upon the president’s recommendation a 
joint commission was created by congress to 
study the subject of workmen’s compensa- 
tion for injuries. It was composed of mem- 
bers of both houses, with a representative of 
the railroads and) a representative of labor, 
and after exhaustive examination and hear- 
ings the commission framed a bill which was 
approved by all the great railroad labor or- 
ganizations and which was passed by a Re- 
publican senate at the present session 
against the opposition of a majority of the 
Democratic,senators,.

Safety Appliance Act. 

“The safety \appliance act has been 
strengthened by increased powers in the 
interstate commerce commission and has 
been enforced by nearly a thousand prose- 
cutions during the last three years. The 
joint representative of the great order of 
Railway Conductors, Railway Trainsmen, 
Locomotive Engineers, and Locomot've Fire- 
men and Enginemen, says in his report on 
national legislation for 1911 regarcing that 
department of the present national admin- 
istration especially concerned in the en- 
forcement of these laws: 

“ Justice to one who has been faithful 
to his trust ‘demands from every repre- 
sentative of the rallroad men of the 
United States some recognition of the 
splendid work of the attorney general in 
the enforcement of all the acts of con- 
gress relating to the safety of railroad 
employés and limiting their hours of 
service. It has been work faithfully and 
successfully performed. Both in the 
defense of our rights in the courts and 
in assistance rendered us in the prepa- 
ration of proposed legislation, his work 
has been of a high order of ability. and 
has been tendered in a spirit of fidelity 


to the basic principles of fatr play to all 
men“ 

“The newly created bureau ‘et mines and 
the newly authorized children’s bureau mark 
the limit to which the national government 
can go towards improving the conditions of 
intrastate labor without usurping the powers | 
of the states. 

„Ahe pure food law has been enforced with 
vigor and effectiveness. There have been 
over 500 prosecutions for violations of tha“ 
law within the last year and more than a 
thousand cases within the last three years. 
More 500 shipments of adulterated and 

* misbranded foods and drugs have been con- 
demned and forfeited, and enormous quanti- 

‘ties of injurious food material have been de- 
etroyed. 

“ The conservation of natural resources has 
been in the hands of its friends. The process 

examining and separating the timber and 
the agricultural land in the great forest re- 
ves, established at the close of the last 
ministration, has.proceeded under the pres- 
» aaministration in actordance with the 
original plan. The study of the water re- 
sources of the country and the recording of 
the flow of streams have gone on under the 
geolpgical survey. 
Conservation of Resources. 

“ Clasification and appraisal of coal lands 
and their restoration to entry at discriminat- 
ing p s based upon the classification has 
been extended to over 16,000,000 acres of a 
total valuation of over $712,000,000. 

“The\ enormous petroleum .deposite and 
phosphate deposits and water power sites be- 
ogee the government have been exam- 
ined and elassified and the data prepared for 
the needed legislation to regulate their dispo- 
sition. Censtruction under the arid land 

reclamation, projects has been pressed for- 
vard and over 50,000 persons are now living 
upon the red@laimed land. 

“Great reforms have been made in the 
economy of the public service. A commis- 
sion appointed by the president has been ex- 
o mining all the departments of government 
operating under the antiquated statutes 
passed generations ago with a view to apply- 
ing in them the labor saving and money sav- 
ing methods which have made the success 
of the great business establishments of our 
country. 


Points to Savings Effected. 

“lm the treasury department alone, where 
the reforms first received their effect and 
can best be measured, over 1,800 places have 
been abolished, and this, with increased ef- 
ficiency of service, and without discharging 
any one, but simply by not filling vacancies 
as they occurred. The savings effected in 
the administration of this one department 
amount approximately to 92,631,000 a year. 

“The same policy in the postoffice depart- 
ment has made that department self support- 
ing for the first time in thirty years, and 
has changed a deficit of $17,479,770 in 1909, 
caused especially by the increased cost of 
rural free delivery, to a surplus of 3219 118 
in 1911. In the meantime, the great Repub- 
lican policy of rural free delivery has becn 
advanced so that the rural free delivery 
routes now number 42,199, covering a mile- 
age of 1,210,447 miles. 

“In the meantime also the new Repub- 
lican policy of the postal savings system has 
been successfully inaugurated under the act 
of June 25, 1910, beginning experimentally 
with a few offices, and now, after eleven 
months of operation, extending to 7,500 pres- 
idential postoffices and $11,000,000 of depos- 
its. 


Arm Made More -Efficient. 

The arm has been made more efficient. 
The great p:ccess of training not only the 
regular army but the militia by means of 
officers of Instruction and joint operations 
has been pressed forward to the end that if 
war unfortunately comes upon us we shall 
have, for the first time in our history, a 
great body of trained American citizens. 
competent to act as officers of the vounteer 
force upon which we must so largely depend 
for our military defense. 

The test of mobilization of the regular 
army in Texas during the summer of 1911, 
with its rapidity of movement and freedom 
from disease, has exhibited a record of com- 
petency and ability most * — and 
watistnctery. 

The navy has improved its organization 
and decreased its expenses, has increased 
its preparedness and military efficiency, has 
improved its marksmanehip and skill in sea- 
manship and evolution, and has reorganized 
and reduced the cost of the system of con- 
struction, repair, and supply, 


Navy and Panama Canal. 

“The execution of the regular and estab- 
lished program of adding two battleships to 
the fleet annually to take the place of the 
old ships which from year to year grow ob- 
solete, and to maintain the position of our 
navy among those of the great powers, has 
met with a reverse in the refusal of the Dem- 
ocratic house of representatives to appro- 
priate any money for the construction of 
battleships, and the question now stands be- 
tween the Republican senate and the Demo- 
cratic house as to whether our navy shall be 
maintained or shall be permitted to fall back 
to a level with the weaker and unconsidered 
countries of the world. What is the will of 
the American people on that question? 

“The construction of the Banama canal 
has been pressed forward with renewed evi- 
dences under the concentrated observation 
of all the civilized world, that America pos- 
sesses Constructive genius, organizing power, 
and habits of honest administration equal to 

the greatest undertakings. It is manifest 
now that the work will be done in advance 
of the time fixed and within the cost esti- 
mated, and that during the coming year it 
will be substantially completed. Will not 
the American people consider whether they 
have no grateful appreciation of the honor 
brought to us all by the great thing that has 
been done on the isthmus? 


Isthmian Oanal a Triumph.

The examination was made by digging 
up and examining the top six inches of 
the ground. It is next to impossible to 
prevent flies from breeding in a stable 
unless the floor is tight, dry, well drained 
and properly constructed. Takirg care 
of the manure pile is easy, though even 
more important. It must be fly proof. 
Furthermore, the manure box must be 
emptied once a week. It takes flies ten 
days to develop from mother through eggs, 
larve and pupe into flies. To empty 
the manure box evety week is to kill most 
of the young and to get the balance away 
from your neighborhood, though you may 
be harming the neighborhood where you 
dump them.

Is there any place in 
Chicago where the tuberculin test may be 
had gratis? 2. Do any of the large employ- 
ers in Chicago. regularly give the tuberculin 
test for the protection of their employés?

1. In proper cases the tuberculin test is made 
gratis at the municipal tuberculosis dispensaries.

2. Several have their employés somewhat sye- 
termatically emamined for tuberculosia Sometimes 
these examiners use tuberculin. 

. Practically all adulte respond to the akin 
tuberculosis test. A minority, say about one in 
five, would respond to the hypodermic tuberculin 
test—the one usually meant when the term is used.

On the other hand, it is easy to get the salt a 
needed by the body by other foods then drinking 
water. The conclusion is that there is no reason 
why anybody who wants to distill his drinking 
water should not do so and no reason why any one 
should distill his drinking water. It will not kill 
anybody.

C. E. E. writes: “I am a trifle less than 
five feet five ‘inches in height and was 55 
years old on May 10. About tem years ago 
I began increasing in weight. I went to 
196 pounds Late last year I decided that I 
ought to do something to reduce weight, and 
especially to overcome the tendency to in- 
crease. My health is good, I always sleep 
well. I use no liquor or tobacco, but use 
coffee, also occasionally tea. I started with 
two meals a day on Jan. 2. For breakfast 
I have bacon and eggs with rolls and coffee, 
for dinner for some time, rich cream with 
shredded wheat biscuit and fruit, no pastry. 
My weight is now 166, and I never felt better. 
Have I reduced weight too rapidly? Am I 
eating the proper food?“ 


REPLY. 

You are still a little above the proper weight for 
your height and age, but a drop of thirty pounds 
in six months is going too fast. Increase the 
amount of your food until you stop the drop. Do 
not increase it enough to make you gain. Other 
than that, the diet is right.

It was not so 
noticeable, or spectacular, however, there 
being less congestion because of the doing 
away with the special excursions. 

Hotel men were more than pleased with the 
situation. They were housing gyests to ca- 
pacity last evening in most of the downtown 
hotels, the larger ones being compelled to 
turn away some who had not previously 
made reservations. 

In the hotels the increase in the attendance 
over the last Republican national convention 
was particularly noted. It was placed at 
from 20 to 80 per cent larger than that of 
1908, as based on the number of guests. Be- 
sides the guests are making a longer stay 
than they did four years ago, when most of 
them came on special trains, which were 
scheduled to reach Chicago much before the 
opening. Many of the delegates have been 
here since Wednesday of last week. 


All Sections Represented. 

All sections of the country are represented 
im the hotel corridors and lobbies, many of 
the states have large delegations at the state 
headquarters which have been established 
in different hosteiries. 

The greatest interest naturally centers 
around the Congress hotel, where twelve 
states. have hung up their banners, where 
Col. Roosevelt has established his quarters 
and both the Taft and Roosevelt forces 
have their national headquarters. Besides, 
the representatives of thirty outside news- 
papers which are covering the convention 
have headquarters there. Among the larger 
state delegations are New York, with 160, and 
Pennsylvania with 980.

Say Taft Will Fall Short of Root’s Vote 
by 24, Leaving No Nomination on the 
First Ballot. 


The most enthusiastic place in the Congress 
hotel last night was the Cummins head- 
quarters.

HICAGO, June 18.—To Vance Jim- 
mison, Antioch, Ind.—My Dear Vance:

| teeth. Mighty few of the expected 
things happened. The big ruction is simply 
postponed. As I sit here this evening, with 
my finger on the pulse of the fever stricken 
patient, I make the count to be at least 145 
per minute. : 

I've sifted this much out of the horrible 
agitation: It is the biggest and deepest and 
most dangerous quarrel that ever started in 
the Party. It can't be patched up. 

The two factions are just as harmonious 
this evening as a nest of wildcats. Any one 
who sat above them in the arena today and 
watched them snarl and bark and claw at one 
another will tell you that there isn’t going to 
be any compromise.

If the Republican party is going to die this 
week, as per various announcements, it will 
surely de laid out in a most ornate casket and 
the music will be first class. We swarmed 
out there expecting to find the galleries load- 
ed with furious fanatics who were going to 
bullyrag the poor delegates and turn the pro- 
ceedings intoariot. Instead of that we found 
thougands of women rigged up like butter- 
files, with the men scattered among them

and simply awed into behaving themselves. 
We went out looking for a massatre and 
found ourselves at a Maude Adams mMatinée.

Minority on Harbors Commit- 
tee Make Serious Charges 
Against Majority. 


SLIP INVOLVED. 


Council Expected to Fight Over 


Grant to Iroquois Iron 
Company. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The council committee on harbors bas an- 
other fight on ita hands. The committee is 
divided 7 to 6 over the ownership of the Calu- 
met slip of the Iroquois Iron company. The 
majority contends it is private property. The 
minority asserts itis public. Both sides wil) 
have reports before the council at its next 
meeting. 

Minority members charge the majority with 


attempting to destroy and hand over to a 


private corporation a publio slip in the Chi- 
cago harbor.” That stinging charge prob- 
ably will cause a bitter debaté in the coun- 
ell. 

The six minority aldermen are Emerson, Jo- 
seph Ryai, Czekala, Brennan, Bauler, and 
Hey; majority, Ald. Littler, Long, Nance, 
Geiger, Thomson, Holding, Hazen. 


Opinions Are Conflicting. 

The sextet has the opinion of the city law 
department in its favor, while the majority 
has the opinion of the federal government en- 
gineers, the opinion of the legal department 
of the previous administration, and the opin- 
fon of the former committee on harbors. 

The controversy started more than two 
years ago. At that time the federal govern- 
ment received the application of the Iroquois 
Iron company to fill in the slip. Secretary of 
War J. M. Dickinson asked the city if it had 
any objections. The question was referred to 
the harbors committee. A subcommittee in- 
vestigated and its chairman wrote the mayor 
that the company intended to add fifty feet 
to the width of the Calumet river near its 
plant and that the company had secured the 
right to fill in by a special act of the state 
legislature. The law department then as- 
serted the slip was private property and ad- 
vised the commissioner of public works to 
grant the permit, which was done. 


For Repealing Revoking Order. 

June 19, 1911, the council ordered the per- 
mit revoked. The majority report of the 
present committee recommende that this or- 
der be repealed. 

The minority says: 

“The Calikmet slip is and always was 
public property. No private title to it was 
ever obtained and no taxes were ever paid 
on it. The permit granted was fraudulent, 
irregular, void and in no sense binding.“ 

Ald. Emerson asserte he does not want to 
preserve the slip, but does desire to make 
the company pay for it. 

“The property is worth $18,000 an acre 
and there is about five acres of it,” he ex- 
plained. “™ The city should get that money.“ 

Assistant Federal Engineer G. A. M. Liljen- 
crantz asserts in a letter to the committee 
that the federal engineers have always 
considered it a private slip.“ ™ 


°  Tadttler Explains Ieeue. 

“This company is giving the city a strip 
fifty feet wide for 1,400 lineal feet along the 
Calumet river,” said Ald. Littler. “ They 
will dredge out that strip and butld a con- 
crete dock, That will widen the Calumet 
river from Ninety-second street to the mouth 
of the river. This improvement will cost 
about $800,000, they claim. It the city got 
pay for the strip it could not charge over 
$70,000 or $80,000. The majority recom- 
mendations get four times the amount of 
public benefit which the minority are ask- 
ing.”

B. C. MARSH THE ACCUSER. 


Row Comes Up Over Plan to Tax Land 
Valuation Instead of Buildings, 


tor A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Cleveland, O., June 18.—[Special. }—Dissen- 
sion on the part of delegates to the confer- 
ence of charities and corrections, present 
throughout the meetings to an unprecedented 
degree, again broke out at today’s session 
of the committee which drew up the platform 
of standards of living and labor. 

In an effort to secure more pronounced rec- 
cognition for the principle of single tax in the 
committee report on taxation Benjamin C. 
Matrh, committee member and secretary of 
New York's congestion commission, made a 
personal attack upon the leaders of charity 
organizations, and upon Robert W. De For- 
est, president of the New York Charity Or- 
ganization society, in particular. 

“It does not appear that wealthy men who 
get their money out of the poor and who d- 
rect the policy of charities are desirous of 
removing the underlying causes of poverty 
when such action would tend to diminish 
their own incomes,” said Mr. Marsh. 


Must Find Root of Evil. 

“The whole problem of bad housing cannot 
be bettered until we are willing to strike at 
the root of the evil by removing the tax on 
buildings and place It upon land valuation. 

“It is inevitable that in order to secure 
fair living and working conditions unearned 
incomes or dividends must be reduced. Of 
course Mr. De Forest, who is himself largely 
interested in mining investments, would op- 
pose this action because it would affect his 
pocketbook. 

“As directing the policy of the $10,000,000 
corporation, ag is the Russell Sage founda- 
tion, he hag undue power as a reactionary to 
block progressive action. He is fighting us 
on this issue and I have told him that I 
will fight him to a finish.“ 

Friends of Mr. De Forest were eager to 
come to his support after the close of Mr. 
Marsh's address. 


Denies Selfish Motive. 

“I deny that Mr. De Forest was moved 
by any selfish consideration whatever in his 
refusal to support the program of Mr. 
Marsh,“ said Paul V. Kellogg. Fair-mind- 
ed people are divided on the issue, and Mr. 
Marsh has gone too far in imputing motives 
to his opponents.“ 

For the first time in the history of the con- 
ference the committee drew and passed a 
platform recommending minimum wage and 
wage boards, eight hour day, regulation of 
dangerous trades, transference of taxes from 
dwellings to land, prohibition of employment 
of children under 16 years, and industrial 
insurance. 

“The constitution of the conference does 
not permit the committee to pass recommen- 
dation of this sort,“ said Chairman Owen R. 
Lovejoy. For this reason we had to dis- 
continue our session and meet as American 
citizens, so as not to embarrass the confer- 
ence in a radical program. By its adoption 
we have made.history.”
